Located  in  southwestern  Montana,  Silver  Bow  County  is  Montana's 
eighth  most  populous  with  33,604  residents,  according  to  the  200 1  estimates 
produced  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau.  The  county  of  Silver  Bow  (exclud- 
ing the  town  of  Walkervillc)  and  the  city  of  Butte  are  consolidated  under  an 
elected  executive  form  of  government. 

Butte,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  fourth  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  33,892  according  to  the  2000  Census.  Nicknamed  the  "Mining  City," 
Butte  is  rich  in  mining  resources.  Residents  have  endured  harsh  economic 
times  and  earned  the  nickname  the  "Can  Do  City"  by  building  a  stronger 
local  economy  and  soliciting  new  businesses  to  the  area.    The  city  is  also  a 
major  transportation,  manufacturing  and  utility  center. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1881  and  may  have  been 
named  after  Silver  Bow  Creek,  where  according  to  legend,  "three  prospec- 
tors saw  a  shaft  of  sun  shining  on  the  creek." 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Silver 
Bow  County  households  in  1999  was  $30,402.  The  county  is  719  square 
miles  in  area;  7 1 8.3  square  miles  in  land  area  and  less  than  0.665  in  inland 
water  area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Western  Regional  Climate  Center  (airport  readings),  the  average  daily 
low  in  Butte  in  January  between  1971  and  2000  was  5.4  degrees  above 
zero.  The  average  daily  high  in  July  was  79.8  degrees  above.  The  aver- 
age annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was  12.78  inches.  The 
growing  season  was  from  June  13  to  Sept.  6  (last  and  first  frost).
